to the specification by page and line number. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
Appellants filed an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) and 
accompanying PTO-1449 which was received by the USPTO on April 18, 2005. A 
review of the Image File Wrapper (IFW) application reveals that the Examiner did 
not consider the IDS. See the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) § 
609. 

Correction is required with respect to the above noted matters. 
Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner: 

(1) to instruct Appellants to provide a Supplemental Appeal Brief which 
fully complies with 37 C.F.R. § 41.37(c)(l)(v); 

(2) to have said Supplemental Appeal Brief made a part of the IFW Official 
record; 

(3) to respond accordingly to said Supplemental Appeal Brief; 

(4) to properly consider the IDS submitted to the USPTO on April 1 8, 2005; 
to provide notification to Appellants as to the entry status of the IDS; 

(5) to have said notification made of Official record; 

and 

(6) for such further action as may be appropriate. 
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
